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As ordered by the BPAI, The Appellants must either "Submit an appropriate amendment of the claims so rejected or evidence relating 
to the claims so rejected, or both, and have the matter reconsidered by the examiner, in which event the proceeding will be remanded 
to the examiner" or "Request that the proceeding the reheard under 41.52 by the Board upon the same record" (See BPAI Decision, 
pages 8-9, filed 1 1/03/2009)
